Re claim 1 , the applicant argues that the cited reference by Johnson et al. does not disclose the claimed distance matrix. In particular, 
Johnson et al. do not discribe using the distance calcuated using the distance metric to form or generate a matrix of distance values. 
In response: based on the current claim language of claim 1, it does not clearly claim the distance matrix is generated by using the 
distance caculated using the distance metric, but rather claim 1 broadly claims a distance matrix is generated based on the comparision of 
signatures with the samples. 

Re claim 9, the applicant argues that the cited reference by Johnson et al. does not disclose a step of generating the distance matrix. 
In response: Johnson et al. clearly disclose in page 2 left column under "Search method" section a step of generating a distance matrix 
(e.g. AHS distance matrix) from correlating calculation.
